Willard, if they vhould have need

M ISS BOSWORTH W RITES 
NOVEL EXPERIENCES. 
OF 


New Year’s Celebration Absorbs Gen­ 
eral Attention—The Inconveniences 
of Travel Overland — Schools Are 
Prospering in American Mission­ 
aries’ Control. 
Mias Sarah Bosworth, formerly of 
this city, writes a very interesting let­ 
ter to Miss Bessie Gorham, formerly 
her pupil in Coart Street Sunday 
school. 
Miss Bosworth writes from 
Foochow and says in part: 
♦ 
It is vaeation now, on account of 
Chinese New Year, which comes this 
year on January 22. 
It is the great­ 
est of the Chinese holidays. 
Every 
body gats his house cleaned up and 
his accounts settled aud then for seve­ 
ral days all business ceases and the 
time is spent in feasting, visiting and 
among the heathen gamDiiog We close 
our school about ten days before, so 
that all the boys will have time to get 
home before New Year. 
We have a 
month’s holiday, and then the new 
year begins. We take in new students 
at this time instead of in the fall, as 
American colleges do. 
We have only 
two terms, the first from this time un­ 
til the last of June; the cecond from 
the second Wednesday in September 
until this time. 
I am spending a part of my vaca­ 
tion in the city of Hinghua, about 
seventy-five miles trom Foochow. 
We 
have a number of missionaries living 
here. 
We, that is, one of the W. F. 
M, S. ladies and I, left Foochow last 
week Thursday evenirg. 
We traveled 
part of the night in a boat, anchoring 
about 3 a. rn. 
At daylight we had 
breakfast and then left the boat and 
took sedan chairs. 
We traveled all 
day, stopping at night in a ohapel. 
In the 
morning 
we 
fauod 
it 
raining, and it took a long time to 
get the coolies started. 
Th n the 
roads were slippery and we had to 
travel very slowly, so dark reached 
us before we reached the city. 
But 
we pressed on and at last gat in and 
were warmly welcomed. 
It had taken 
us forty-eight hours to travel a dis­ 
tance that we Gould have made in 
about two hoars in America, and we 
did not have comfortable hotels to 
stop in or restaurants where we could 
bay a lunch but had to bring food and 
bedding in baskjts carried by men. 
It is not easy to travel in China, you 
see. bat a great many people have to 
do it and often have very uncomforta­ 
ble places to stay. 
Hinghua is a very pretty city. There 
are a great many trees and the houses 
are made with red brick with roofs of 
red tile which gives the city a pleasing 
look 
viewed 
from 
the 
city 
wall. The 
streets are 
wider ain 
cleaner than most 
Chinese 
cities, 
though I prrsume yon would call them 
only dirty alley ways. 
But they are 
so much nicer than many places I 
have seen that I call them wide clean 
streets. Tonight, asitia New Years 
eve, there will be a great deal of noise 
firecrackers, beating gongs and drums 
and much such a racket as the Ameri­ 
can small boy indulges in on July 4. 
Oar christians will have their watch 
night meeting in the Chinese church. 
We are ail invited to eat supper in the 
girls* school tonight, for although It Is 
vaeation some of the girls have not 
gone home and the teachers have al­ 
lowed them a little extra money with 
which to have a better supper than 
usual. 
We have some English friends 
coming to supper here, so we oan only 
go to the girls supper far a little 
while. 
There are a number of English mis­ 
sionaries living here as well as our 
own church missionaries. They are 
building a fine hospital. 
Our people 
have a girl’s and woman’s school and 
a training school for young men who 
expect to become teachers. 
I enjoyed your letter very much. 
I 
hope to go to America this year but ii 
Is not yet decided. 
If I do, J shall 
expect to see you and all the other 
Janesville friends, of course.

“Stories of the most reckless sort, 
disproved promptly, and many of them 
before they are told, affected specula­ 
tion in stocks much last week,

ures for $100,000 and over, though in 
number and amount the smaller fail­ 
ures show less change than might have 
been expected, indicating that in good 
times or bad a large proj?ortion is due 
to causes apart from the general condi­ 
tion of business. The best evidence of 
general improvement in business is the 
fact that payments through clearing­ 
houses for the past week have been 28 
per cent, larger than in 1892, and out­ 
side New York, with its speculative in­ 
terests, 17.6 per cent. Compared with 
last year the gain has been 56.2 per 
cent, for the week and 49.8 per cent. 
for February. 
“The production of pig iron is the 
greatest ever known, some furnaces 
having started in the past month. The 
strike in cotton mills does not spread, 
hut helps to a slightly better demand 
for some goods, while in woolens the 
business is slow in some of the finer 
qualities, which have been much ad­ 
vanced in price, and in these and other 
grades as well cancellations have also 
exceeded re-orders, indicating less dis­ 
tributing than was expected at the ad­ 
vanced prices.

The W ork of Cruel Parties 
Plain This Morning by the Discov­ 
ery of the Corpse of a Baby—In­ 
tention W as To Sink the Body 
I From View* 


William Allen, of 255 North Main 
street, while on his way down town at 
about I) ©’cleck this morning diocov- 
ered a small paper box floating in the 
river about twenty-five feet south of 
the upper dam, and directly in the 
rear of the wheel house of the Janes­ 
ville Cotton Company on the raoe way. 
Curious to know its contents 
Mr. 
Allen procured n long stick and soon 
had the floating box within reach. On 
removing the cover he was horrified to 
find that it contained the body of a 
well developed infant. 
A Ghastly Spectacle 
Not wishing to remove the remains 
himself, the frightened discoverer lost 
no time in making his way to the 
Richardson shoe factory, where he 
spoke of his | v | yQfiad to several 
young men, whit were soon on the 
scene. 
Emmett Healy, one of the 
number, then carefully fished out the 
box, whleb, it was found, was wound 
with a cord at the end of which was a 
heavy stone. 
Whoever placed the re­ 
mains of the child in the box intended 
to sink them to the bottom of the 
river, bat in this they missed their 
pat pose,for the rope was too long, and 
afear allowing the stone to tonea bot­ 
tom was still Black enough to sd adit 
the floating of the box on the sur­ 
face. 
Was Born Dead. 
The rem ails were then taken to the 
West Side fire station, and hief Hogan 
and Dr. J. B. Whiting, Jr., were 
called. 
On close examination it was 
found that the ch'ld had never seen 
the light of day in this world, and 
th at there was no question about its 
being born dead 
The little body was 
tenderly wrapped in a white » loth and 
then placed in a newspaper of the date 
of February 25, 1898. 
District Attar 
ney W. A. Jackson was notified of its 
discovery, but it is said no effort wil 
ba made to locate the culpable parties 
Chief Hogan, In speaking of the

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OLD QUESTION BROUGHT UP. 


Proposition to Bring About » 
Settle* 
men* of the Fisheries Dispute—Pension 
and Consular Appropriation Bills Sen! 
to the President. 
Washington, March 5.—After a de­ 
bate lasting several days the senate 
late Friday afternoon passed the bill 
extending the homestead 
laws 
and 
providing for right of way for railroads 
in Alaska. 
Section 13, providing for certain 
bonding concessions to Canada in lieu 
of privileges to be extended by the do­ 
minion government to this country, 
induced a pretty lively debate, as it 
brought into the controversy the old 
fisheries question on the New England 
coast, 
which has been pending be­ 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain for IOO years. The statement 
was made on the floor of the senate 
that there was every reason to believe 
that by the passage of the bill the 
fisheries question could be settled with­ 
out great effort, as assurances to that 
effect had been received from a large 
and influential element in Canada. 
Mr. Sewell (N. J.) offered the follow­ 
ing proviso to section 3, which was 
adopted: 
“That where the space foi 
the construction of a railroad is limit­ 
ed the United States 
District 
court 
shall require the road first constructed 
to allow any other railway or tramway 
to pass over its track or tracks through 
such canyon, pass or defile on such 
equitable basis as the said court may 
prescribe, and all shippers shall be en­ 
titled to equal accommodation as to 
the movement of their freight and 
without discrimination in favor of any 
person or corporation.” 
The last paragraph of section 6, re­ 
serving the right to the government to 
purchase or take by proceedings of 
condemnation any railroad, tramway 
or wagon road at its actual cash value, 
being in line of government owner 
ship of railroads, was stricken out by 
a year and nay vote, 48 to 7. 
t 
The bill was passed without division. 


APPROPRIATION BILLS PASS. 


The Pension and Consular Measures Sent 
to the President. 
Washington, March 5.—Two more ap­ 
propriation bills were sent to the Pres­ 
ident Friday, the pension bill and the 
consular and diplomatic bill. The most 
important action taken in the house 
was acquiescence in an agreement to 
make the bill appropriating about $1,- 
200,000 for war claims, approved by the 
court of claims under the provisions of 
the Bowman act, a special order for 
next Friday. 
The claims carried by 
the bill, 730 in number, are for stores 
and supplies seized during the war in 
the Southern states. 
During the debate on a minor relief 
bill Mr. Hardy (Dem., Del.) was at­ 
tempting to 
contrast the 
promises 
made by President McKinley in his 
inaugural a year ago to-day with their 
fulfillment, when he was called to or­ 
der for not speaking to the question 
before the committee. Mr. Payne sus­ 
tained the poi^t of order, and an ap­ 
peal was taken. 
An interesting par­ 
liamentary 
discussion 
followed, 
in 
which the effect of a recent ruling of 
Speaker Reed on this subject and its 
effect on debate in the house was con­ 
tested. The enforcement of the rule 
against irrelevant debate in the house 
and in committee of the whole, said 
Mr. Dingley, was necessary to correct 
a growing evil and to expedite the pub­ 
lic business.^ The appeal vote was a 
tie, and Mr. Payne voted “yes.’* 


Government Swells Rewards. 
Washington, March 5.—The cabinet 
Friday discussed the report from the 
special agent of the postoffice depart 
ment on the killing of Baker, the 
negro postmaster at Lake City, S. C. 
In view of the peculiar circumstances 
connected with the murder and the 
enormity of the crime, it waq decided 
to increase the government’s reward to 
$1,500 in each case. Every effort will 
be made by the federal authorities to 
bring the guilty parties to justice. 


Bill for Belief Agreed To. 
Washington, March 5.—The 
house 
committee on naval affairs agreed on 
the Boutelle bill for the relief of the 
victims and survivors of the Maine 
disaster, and authorized the chairman 
to report it to the house with a recom­ 
mendation for its passage.
